Energy: U.S. moves to 
become self-sufficient 


‘WASHINGTON. — Tne Senate on 
Friday unanimously passed a bill 
calling for the U.S. Government to 
apend §20,000m. over the next 10 
years to make the U.S. self-sufi- 
cent in energy. 

Passage came shortly after the 
House of Representatives Commerce 
Committee approved emergency en- 
ergy legislation that would slow 
down clean-air efforts and author- 
ine gasoline rationing in the name

In other developments, the Occl- 
dental Petroleum Corporation has 
given Government officials a dem- 
onstration of the company's poten.

Execulives of the company told 
the Interior Department how an 
experimental nuclear blasting tech- 
nique can be efficiently used to tap
